ceived here of the burning of 
the 


Aiiiancau uiisaiuu building at Kliar- 
pnc. They show that the Turkish gov- 
ernment officials, in spite of tiie abund- 
ance of promises of protection for the 
American missionaries and their prop- 
erty, wade by the porte to th*j United 
States minister, and to the Ami-ricaiis 
themselves by the authorities of Khar- 
put, utterly failed to guard ths Ameri- 
cans. There was no protection offered 
or given them until alter the massacre 
had actually occurred and after the 
American mission buildings had been 
bnrued. 


It is estimated that the value of the 


American property destroyed is about 
$100,000. It consisted of the girls' col- 
lege, the theological semiuarv, 
the 


chapel and five residences. 
All the 


burned buildings were looted by the 
mob before being »et on fire and all the 
personal efl'ects of the American mis- 
sionaries, the libraries, scientific instru- 
ments, etc., were stolen. So far only a 
•mall portion of the property has been 
recovered.

going on, and Mrs. Gates, the wife of 
one of the missionaries, wa* so pros- 
trated with alarm that f ae Rave prvmu- 
turo birth to a child, which did not live. 
Th« authorities of Kharput, however, 
protected tha missionaries, after the 
latter tied from their residences to the 
official quarters.

ments on exhibition at police head- 
quarters. 


Butch Gus said he mado his tools 


hinisolf and could rival any tool- 
maker in the country. In following 
up the suggestion given by him 
when he -was put through the third 
degree, made famous by former 
Chief of Police Byrnes, tho police 
earned tbat all tie cracksmen of 
the higher class depend entirely 
upon themselves for tools they re- 
quire ii\ cracking safes. 


The police were for many years at 
loss to learn where burglars se- 


cured tho tools so necessary to their 
trade. Although complete sets of 
:ools were repeatedly captnred when 


L noted safe worker was arrested, 
.he next arrest-would be followed by 
he discovery of an equally valuable 
»et of tools. It -was not long before 
Steve O'Brien, Phil Reilly, Jake 
>Ton Gct-Ieliten and Charles Heidel- 
berg discovered, quite by accident, 


small cellar shop in Bleecker 


street, wherein an old German tool- 
niaker ground out the finest imple- 
ments of the burglars' stock in trade. 


Down in a basement near the cor- 


ner of Mott street, and within a 
stone's throw of police headquarters, 
his German toolmaker conducted a 
mall and apparently unprofitable 
Business. Finally the headquarters 
.etectives. whose duties took them 
:own around headquarters at night, 
noticed that the old German had 
many customers after the tenement 
jouse dwellers had forsaken the 
idewalks and sought their hard and 
uncomfortable couches for the night 


The detectives made a quiet inves- 


tigation and reported their discov- 
eries to former Chief of Police 
Byrnes, who was then making the 
record for the detective bureau of 
the Now York police force which 
has made it famous the -world over. 
Byrnes was not slow to realize -what 
was going on, and although the law 
gave the chief of tho detective 
bureau no right to interfere -with 
tho old man's business moral sua- 
sion ~as used and the trade pursued 
by tho German toolmaker -wag bro- 
ken up and nobody has since tried to 
build up a business in that particu- 
lar lino. 


George McCluskey said, -when I 


asksd hires -where the burglars of the 
higher class secured their tools, a 
fe-w days ago: "The burglars make 
their tools now, although formerly 
they were made by various toolmak- 
ers about tho city. The tools in use 
today are far different from thoso 
which were used to crack a safe 20 
years ago. Then it would almost 
take a truck to carry the assortment 
of tools, but now the bank burglar 
cun stow away in a corner of his 
pocket tools enough to crack any 
safe in the country. 


"Of course, when they require 


some tool of intricate design, they 
go to a toolmaker, but the general 
run of too?s they aro thoroughly ca- 
pable of making themselves. Most 
of tho finu work on safes now is 
clorio with tho diamond drill and 
dynamite. 
A holo is drilled in tho 


safe door, just above the combina- 
tion lock, a chargo of dynamite is 
inserted and then tho combination 
is blown apart and the door opens. 
Tho diamond drill and dynamite can

burglaries and vault robberies have 
boon few and far between of Into 
years, as most of tho really clover 
workers aro in state prison, whore 
they aro out of tho way of tempta- 
tion."—New York Herald.

And the 
generous one, who had kept them all as 
under tbe shadow of her wing, on whose 
placid brow the wreath of asphodel was 
set, she walked in majestic silence from 
empty room to room. And then the 
lights in the neighbors' houses were put 
out, and there were no ghosts^—the 
shifting lights had taken on a ghostly 
appearance, and one had seen the little 
child who died there and wore a kingly 
crown of flowers, and another had seen 
the young girl who defied death and 
danced a two step about her little room 
when she had but an hour or two to 
live.

Julius Cassar and Brutus* were quoted 
as classical instances of the truth, and 
Saul's experience with the witch of En- 
dor and Job's vision of the night as Bib- 
lical indorsement. 


Hamlet's father is perhaps the best 


all round ghost of literature, as he had a 
mission and attended siriotJ10' tQ busi- 
ness. 


The tenant of a haunted house heard 


the soft footfalls of the ghost on the 
stairs at night and prepared a trap for 
it in tllR Phapo. of ihrpnrls stroto'nnrl 
across the stairs. In the morning the 
threads had not been disturbed, although 
tho ghost hiid been heard as usnal. Tho 
etrango part of tho thing was that a 
ghost with material power to make its 
Htecs heard could not break KO light a 
thing as thread, but, there was a possi- 
bility of some resistance in the tin-end 
disastrous to the astral body. The foot- 
falls attributed to the ghost were prob- 
ably not footfalls ut all, but some dis- 
tant noise, echoed and repeated in a 
inaffled form.—Detroit JPreo Press.
